New-Westminster, 20th, — By the 
first of the month work will he start- 
ed on the first unit of the roundhouse 
at Port Mana for the Canadian North 
ern Railway, according to the announ 
cement) made at the local office of the 
engineer of this division. 


From ten to fifteen stalls will be 
constructed at present of what wilh 
ultimately be a roundhouse to accom- 
modate thirty-five locomotives. * Ad- 
joining the roundhouse, which will be 
constructed of concrete, will be a 
pPuilding 600x150 fect for locomotive 
repair works to accommodate twenty- 
five engines undergoing repairs at one 
time. This also will be increased la- 
ter, ‘ 


Just beyond this buiiding will: be 
located the foundry 200x100 feet, the 


“coal and iron shed 200x50 fect; blac%x- 


smith shop 200x100 feet and the store 
and office building 150x50 fect, ail 
buildings running parallel to cach 
other. ‘ 


A short distance away will be lo- 
cated a shop for the repair and alter- 
ation of coaches 200x100 fect,. , plan- 
ing millof same size and a 
freight repair shop 300x100 feet, to- 
a power house 100x50 feet. 


With the exception of the lumber 
sheds and a few of the most remote 
buildings, the structure will be. sub- 
stantial buildings of concrete. 


Ultimately there will be 70 miles 
of classifications, distributing and 
storage tracks at Port Mann, but at 
present only 30 miles’ will be laid.

diversified farming over exclusive 
wheat farming will be convincingly 
; shown, 
| Cheap lands usually induce  waste- 
ful methods, such as devoting an en- 
‘tire farm to whegt, year after year, 
‘but ere long the farmer finds that he 
‘has been shipping the farm to the 
market, along with the grain. 

The best part of the farm is 
fertility, itg nitrogen, and when 
‘awake to the realization that every 
bushel of wheat grown has taken thir 


its 


it, we perceive the wisdom of the mo- 
vement in Alberta which has already 
charyed it from a wheat domain to 
a sanv mixed farming country, that 
in the near future will supply all of 
,its home demand for vegatables, dai- 
ry products, eggs and meats, as well 
,as grain,.and help supply the hungry 
i world besides. 

| ‘They have learned their lesson 
through watching the average yield 
of wheat in the | Dakotas go lower 
and lower, until 124 bushels per acre 
on ar average is the result over a 
large range of territory which once 
pointed with pride to yieid’ of 30 to 
35 bushels. They have secn the lands 
of New England hecome exhausted un 
der soil-robbing methoas, and they 
have learned the lesson in tite to 
prevent a like fate for their own Al- 
berta acres. 

The fact that this a natural grain 
country, proves that wheat, barley 
and oats have their rightful place in 
its agriculture, but it does rot prove 


soil of its nitrogen ‘by ‘continually 
cropping to grains, al of which are 
i nitrogen users, without occasionally 
sewing legumes, such as Canada peas, 
| clover or alfalfa, all being nitrogen 
gatherers. in order’ to replace the fer- 
tility shipped away with the wheat. 

It is-a fact the usual procedure is 
to seed flax or wheat for the first 
crop, asin the first year on the new 
farm' there is:so much work, such 
as: building and fencing, that the set- 
tler naturally puts in the crop which 
takes the least labor through the 
‘season, and as. lorg as he does not 
keep it up too long, he does no harm 
he should demand and which would 
be his if he went in for Cankda peas 
and potatoes, or seeded clover, hay 
or alfalfa for his dairy stock, 

“his is tho line of work which pays 
in Alberta, and every wise farmer has 
turred missionary and is advocating 
the following of some line of stock 
feeding, whether it be the production 
of beef or pork, dairy products, or 
all of them. 

In a journey of 2,000 miles through 
Central Alberta, in the summer of 


$1912, I visited 84 towns and shipping 


| stations. tt was constantly borne in 


upon me, during, the jourrey, that 
the man with the small farm, ‘well 
located and intelligertly managed, 
was making more money and having 
a better, hife of it with 
markets, than the big wheat farmer; 
who was isolated trom society and 
constantly worried over lanor 
te 


The object of my trip td Canada, | 
vest, was to investigate the var.ous 
communities throughout the province 
of Alberta, end to be avtie to write | 
from personal observation. As I'was 
traveling with .an excursion party 
composed of the leading business men 
of the Province, and as their mission 
was to become better informed as to 
conditions in their trade territory, I 
had an opportunity to observe and to! 
|make comparisons, and also to learn | 
| from ithe farmers, clevacor men and 
‘shipping agerits of the railways, vhe 
lextent of buginess donee and the des- 
!tination of the shipments. 

Ve traveled over the C.N.R., from 
‘which line the special was transferred 
| to the Canadian Pacific raiiway, and 
|last’y over the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway. 

At points ‘between stops, eel grain! 
farms were see2', but when, within» a 
‘few miles of the shipping points, the 
jfarms became broken into numerous 
j fields, where root crops, peas, clover 
and alfalfa each had its place, and 
on these farms, without excestion, 
the herds of cattle, sheep, dairy ana 
Paancet cattle, bore evidence of good 
blood as well as splendid condition. 

It was most encourazi:/s to those 
of us who were mixed farming enthus 
iests to see how the conyersttion Was 
‘adroitly turned from wheat; to dairy 
products—peef or pork, as scon as the 
question pf local progress in agricul- 
tural developinent' was raised, 
wheat was raised in his neighborhood 
‘this ‘Oh, yes, we can grow wheat,but 
his reply would be, something like
